INFERENCE 

The  results  obtained  on  the  analysis  of  this  sample  indicate  a  hard 
water  slightly  contaminated  with  organic  matter  though  containing  com¬ 
paratively  few  bacteria. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  this  water,  as  evidenced  by  the  sample,  is  safe 
for  drinking  purposes.  It  is  to  be  recommended  however  that  this  water 
be  filtered  and  chlorinated.

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DRAINAGE  &  SEWERAGE 

It  is  regretted  that  no  action  has  been  taken  to  improve  the  present 
sewerage  system  and  the  crude  effluent  continues  to  flow  direct  to  the 
river,  and  a  stream  adjoining.  Complaints  have  been  received  from  per¬ 
sons  near  the  outfall  of  the  accumulations  of  filth  during  the  dry  weather 
seasons.  The  ejector  pumps  have  worked  satisfactorily  and  no  com¬ 
plaints  have  been  received  from  the  areas  served. 

RIVERS  &  STREAMS 

Steps  have  been  taken  to  improve  the  flow  of  one  of  the  streams 
flowing  through  the  town  to  prevent  flooding  during  the  heavy  rains. 
There  has  only  been  slight  road  flooding  during  the  year. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Regular  weekly  collections  of  household  refuse  continues.  Collection 
of  waste  paper  was  carried  out  during  the  year  and  £340  was  received  from 
the  sale  of  same. 

The  tipping  of  refuse  continues  on  the  Howitts  Lane  site,  and  it  is 
hoped  to  remove  the  tipping  to  another  area,  owing  to  the  difficulty  in 
obtaining  sufficient  covering  materials,  and  to  prevent  the  outbreak  of  fires 
which  cause  a  nuisance  to  surrounding  property.  Many  of  the  fire  out¬ 
breaks  have  been  caused  through  indiscriminate  tipping  by  casual  tippers 
taking  rubbish  at  times  when  the  tips  are  closed,  which  causes  unnecessary 
labour. 

Unfortunately  there  are  still  many  pail  closets  in  the  area  which  could 
be  converted  if  the  new  sewerage  scheme  is  put  in  operation  and  which 
will  greatly  relieve  the  nuisance  caused  by  having  nightly  perambulation 
around  the  town  with  horse  and  cart,  and  to  also  relieve  the  labour  at  the 
tipping  site  and  prevent  nuisances  arising  from  carting  and  tipping. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Inspection  of  hotels,  restaurants,  bakehouses  and  other  food  manu¬ 
facturing  premises  has  been  regularly  carried  out;  the  introduction  of  the 
bye-laws  in  connection  with  the  Handling,  Wrapping  and  Delivery  of 
Food  has  increased  noticeably  the  standard  of  Hygiene  of  both  establish¬ 
ments  and  personnel. 

Notices,  preventing  the  entry  of  dogs  into  foodshops  were  displayed 
and  found  to  be  effective.
